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DICK NUNIS-CENTER STAGE 





Dick Nunis, Executive Vice-President for Walt Disney 
World and Disneyland was our special guest Center Stage in 
the Cast Activities Lounge, last Wednesday. Dick took the 
floor for what turned out to be a fascinating three hours of 
plans, ideas and comments, keeping the audience of over a 


hundred people engrossed. The subjects ranged from the pro- 


posed Mountain project to cafeteria food ... but we'd need 
two complete EYES & EARS to cover all the points discussed, 
so we'll just mention some of the evening’s highlights. 

In answer to a question on housing for employees, Dick 
explained, “We'll soon be in a position to make an announce- 
ment about an apartment development in the Lake Buena 
Vista area. We’re currently discussing this situation with 
contractors and we hope they'll be able to provide a really 
economical complex with good recreational facilities.” 

In relation to housing, questions were asked about 
EPCOT. What was it going to be like? “Basically our plans for 
EPCOT differ little from Walt’s original concept,” Dick told 
us, “All we've done is force ourselves into a thinking stage 
two years earlier than anticipated. EPCOT was to be and will 
be a showcase for American Industry and the Countries 
throughout the World. EPCOT is going to be gigantic. If you 
don’t think big - forget it - that’s always been our philosophy 
in planning and EPCOT will be no exception. In appearance, 
we're not sure what the City will look like but the chances are 
that we will build the tower you’ve seen in the artists’ render- 
ings, as a symbol of the project.” 

Perhaps the most exciting part of the session was to hear 
Dick talk of the future. He outlined attraction descriptions, 
explained possible plans for the Melbourne Beach Property 
and for possible Theme Park Projects in Japan and Europe. 

He spoke of the Mountain Resort Project and how the idea 


would be to build a year round resort in the Tahoe Basin, with 
winter and summer recreation activities. “All these projects 
aren't timetabled but they're ready to start whenever we 

want to,” Dick said. 

It was inevitable that a question about the Surf Machine on 
the Seven Seas Lagoon should come up and Dick took it in 
his stride. “The Surf Machine has become a bit of an em- 
barrassment,” he said, “But we've overcome most of the 
problems and we'll prove one day, that you can create surf 
on any lake.” 

If you weren't Center Stage with Dick Nunis, you missed 
the chance to talk with one of our most colorful and enthu- 
siastic Cast Members. Dick explained, “I love to stop and 
shoot the breeze ... but this place is so big, it would be a full 
time job.” However, if you see Dick around the place, stop 
him and talk, but don’t keep him too long, he’s got a few 
dreams he wants built.

That irascible fellow, Donald Duck, is reaching a ripe old 
age. On June 9, he will be celebrating his fortieth birthday. 

It was way back in 1934 that Walt Disney heard a young man 
on the radio who did bird calls and animal imitations. This 
voice specialist, Clarence Nash, was invited out to the Disney 
Studio, where Walt picked his imitation of a duck to feature 
in a radio show with Mickey Mouse. Mail response was so 
successful that the new character, Donald Duck was soon 
featured in a Silly Symphony cartoon, THE WISE LITTLE 
HEN, and a Mickey Mouse cartoon, THE ORPHAN’S BENE— 
FIT. Donald Duck had made his film debut, and before long 
was a favorite of movie-going audiences. 

Donald had his first starring role in DON DONALD, a 
cartoon which in 1937 also introduced the character who was 
to later become his girlfriend, Daisy. From 1937 to 1961, 
Donald Duck starred in 127 short cartoons, along with the 
features THE RELUCTANT DRAGON, SALUDOS AMIGOS, 
THE THREE CABALLEROS, FUN AND FANCY FREE, and
